Dear Paul, 

As you probably know the FBI has released its second and last scheduled bafcfch 
of records relating to the JFK assassination. 

I obtained a set in a civil action against Attorney General Dell others. 

Other things that - must do have kept me from looking at any of these records. 

However, * do make them available to others. Two reporters were here earlier tTrij* 
week for several days. 

As they flipped through some of the sections on occasion my name took their eyes. 

When it did: they made copies for me, not to disturb the original files and so I 
would not have to go through almost* 60,000 pages to find them. 

I have not looked at those copies yet and won't have time to for a while. However, 
because of what they took to be carelessness by the FBI they called the enclosed to 
my attention. 

There may be more like this but it will be some time before I know if there are. 

But if there are I’ll be glad to send them to you. 

Gemberling is up to his usual standard and he sure eheoked his secretary. Like 
"libel loss" for libel laws. 

If you felt the earth shake on January 13,1969 it was Gemberling J ”H . L. HPT 
referred to is the wealthy liberal- minded Dallas, Texan." (Emph. added.) “ 

What the reporters took to be FBI carelessness was not. It was a deliberate act 
to disclose your identity. I am familiar with FBI FGIA policy and practises. I'll not 
bore you with the policy, but believe me they withhold the public d email " and claim the 
privacy exemption. If I had a month added to my life for each instance I've seen old man 
tethuselah would be a has-been. 

If you will look at the copy of my letter to you you will notice brackets around vour 
name and address. These are the marks of the FBI FOIA analyst who makes the initial rekew 
of the records. Material enolosed within the brackets is recommended for obliteration 
under an exemption of FOIA.

They have been talking about placing other copies 
in other places ^but I don't think they are anxious to. I'm more inclined to believe that 
despite the difference between their weight and mine they felt a little pressure when 
they made those noises.
